SNAP OA generator. Tho Initials 
stand for systems lor nuclear 
auxiliary power which Martin 
has developed for the U.S. navy. 

A SNAP generator by Martin 
was In Ih o navigational satellite 
launched June 20/1001, but wns 
not tho solo electrical source for 
tho four transmitters on board. 

SNAP DA also wns developed 
for uso In a navigation unWHIUi 
system. It weighs 37. pounds and 
puts out aa waits of direct elec- 
tricity. Tho fuel is plutonlum- 
33Q, w 

It Is designed to operate for 
five years. Tlie nuclear gcticrator 
Is only 10 Inches long and 30 
Inches In diameter.
